My LORD. 


N the Printed Paper of Dr. Holder, which your Lordſhip ſhewed me 
when I was laſt in Zoxdon, about a fortnight ſince, ( which, till that 
time, I had not ſeen) I find great complaints of the Royal Society ; 
Of the Philoſophical Tranſattions ; (particularly that of Zzly, 1670. ) 

Of the Publiſher thereof, Mr. O/denbzrg, (who deſerved better things; ) Of 
Dr. Plot ; and of ſome others, (whom, becaufe he did forbear to name in par- 
ticular, I ſhall forbear it too 3) but, moſt of all, of my ſelf. 

He complains ( pager, 2.) of ſabt:il Contrivances, and ſubtil Pratices ; to 
abuſe the Reader with falſe Shews, ſomewhat reſembling Truth. And they be fo 
ſubtil, and ſo-reſembling Truth, or rather ſo perfe#ly true, that there is not 
one Sentence or Clauſe in what he finds faolt with, which (notwithſtandingall 
his diſpleaſure) he doth ſo much as-charge with #ntrath. Whereas his Paper 
is full of groſs miſtakes. - Wo 

That zz the year 1633 ( or at any other time ) at Bletchington near Oxford, 
(or any where elſe ) Dr. Will;am Holder, (or Mr. Will;am Frolder ) did teach 
Alexander Popham Eſquire to ſpeak, (as page I. ) Ifir be true, is more than [ 
-yet-know : that he did atrempr it, I know very well ; but that he did effe& 
;t, I never yet heard any body ſay þut himſelf. = 
'* What there follows, That I ſaw and perfetHy knew this; | that I reſorted to 
Blechington-; # foe and hear Mr, Popham, is a very great miſtake. 4 never 
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(to my knowledge) ſaw Mr, Popham, (either at Blechington, or any where 
elſe) till that very day when his Mother, the Lady Wharton, brought him to 
me at Oxford ( in the year 1662) -to ſtay with me, and- learn ta fpeak. Much 
Icſs had I heard hims ſpeak; and leaſt of all bad feen Dr. Holder teach him. 

Who were rhoſe many, pag. I, 5. (or thoſe few, if any.) who aid, on purpoſe, 
refort to Blechington on that account, ( or, what they found there ). 1 cannot 
tel! ; ſure I am, that I was nane of them. 

'Tis true, / then liy'd at Oxford, ( that is, Thad an habitation there ) and. 
have (both” before” and finct the time mentioned ) had converſation with 
Dr. Holder, and had ( before that time, bur, I think, not fince Y- been ſome- 
times with him at his houſe in Blechingtor.. But jure I am, that I was not with 
him there atany time when Mr. Popham was with him : For, had I been ſo, 
and on an account ſo remarkable, it is not poſſible that in ſo ſhort a time ( as 
two years, or leſs) I ſhould ſo perfedtly forget it, as then to take Mr. Popham 
for a ſtrange perſon, whom I had never' ſeen before; and, that ( from thar 
time to this) I ſhould never ( by any. eircumſtance) call it to mind that I had: 
before ſeen him. | 

It is much more poſſible, that Dr. Holder's memory may fail him, who, 
having divers times, beforc, ſeen me at Blechingron, might think one of thoſe 
times to have been, while Mr. Popham was with him : if at leaſt it be true, : 
that ſo very wany did reſort thither, on» purpoſe, upon. that occaſion, as

mY When Mr. Popham came to me, in the year 1662. ( which was the firſt 
time that I ever ſaw him )- he had (as Dr. Holder words it, page 3, 5.) begun 
ro looſe what: he had been taught : That 1s, he had fo perfeCtly forgot ( if at all 
taught,) that F found him not able to pronounce one word or ſyllable: | 

. Now, if ſo ately, as inthe year 1660, he had. learned ro ſpeak-ſo well, 
(as:page 6.) to prozounce plainly and diftinttly, and with a good and graceful 
Tone, whatever words were ſhewn him, in Print or Writang ; or, valves to 
him by ſeveral ways ; or, as he had occaſion to ask far, &c, (as page 5.) it is vey 
Grange it ſhould ſo perfetly be forgorten witlin two years. | ” 

And if (as pag. I. 5.) ſo many did then, from: Oxford, reſort to Blechingtoy, 
to.ſee and hear him ;. If it was then ſo publickly taken notice of, and known (not: 
enely to thoſe eminent Perſons there named, but ) generally in Oxford ; and 
that, from thence, ſo very many did reſort thither, oz purpoſe to ſatisfie their 
qerjofity, and have a particular knowledge of what they had received by report. 
Agpvery much that there be now (as page 3.) ſo very few (if any) 5u Oxford, 
who know or think otherwiſe, but that it. was the effett ol my s&i1l, not- of his, | - 
- Habits ſo well acquir'd, do not-uſe* to. be ſa quickly loft 5 and xarrers of | 
fatt, fo remarkable, ſo publick, , ſo generally &pown, fo particularly inquired in- 
to, and by.ſo very many, who did hear and ſee it, and did. oz purpoſe reſort thi- 
ther for that end, are not wont- to. be ſo ſuddenly forgotten, by the ſame 
perſons, and in the ſame place: =. v |. 

However, if ] have never challenged it, ( as page 3. ) I have, at leaſt, done 
him.no wrong, ( 'tis, at. moſt, but, not being not ſo. kind.to him as NE ; 
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have wiſh'd } to.fay nothing of it. And If all people give me the, credit of 
irwichqut my claiming it ;-ſurely they muſt therein be very. kind, .or there

- What he adds, page 5. That 7 had diſcourſe with him on that occaſion divers 
times, when we hapned to meet at Oxford, is but a miſtake like the reſt ; for 
Ido not remember. that then he and I had ever diſcourſed this in Oxford at all,

- And, it may: be, he will begin to think ſo too, when he ſhall remember, 
(what perhaps he did not1ſo well conſider when he wrote this!) that Dr. Wir 
kins (at whoſe Lodgings, in Wadham Colledge, it. was, that he and I did ufe 
to meet in Oxford, and but accidentally ) was in the year mentioned ( 1659 } 
Maſter of Trinity Colledge in Cambridge, And though he did, for ſome part of 
that year, retain-hisTitle. to Wadbam Colledge, yet he was but little there, 
in that year, ſave when he-came to -reſign, and carry away his Goods. . And if 
I did:at that time chance ro-meet him there once, it is more than I do remem- 
ber ; much leſs do I remember that I had then 4:ſcoxrſe on this occaſion. 

But, if his 1659. page 4- be the ſame with his 1633 page 1. the thing is 
paſt diſpute: For.Dr. Wilkzus was gone from Oxfgxd before that time z and 
the #eetings, page 4. ( Which he makes the Four Jv of the. Royal Society ) 
had- been thete diſuſed. long before, and were them:held at Greſbam-Colledge 
in.

Not bur that ingenious perſons in Oxford, as they met occaſionally, ( whe- 
ther in thoſe Lodgings, or elſe-where ) did oft diſcourſe of Philoſophical af-- 
fairs: But the Ser Aeetings for ſuch-purpoſe (which had before been there}: 
were then dis-uſed, and had been-for a good while. And, what was of this; 
nature.at Oxford (about Experimental Philoſophy). in thoſe days, was rather: 
at Mr. Boys Lodgings, than at Wadham-Colledge. i 

Nor doth he-pretend. that, from any ſuch meetings this was. commended to 
bim, but from Dr. Ward, Dr. Wilksns, and Dr: Bathurſt, or at Teaſt ſome of 
them, (the ſame perſons from whom Mr. Popham was afterwards commend- 
ed to me, when Dr. Holder had- given it over: ). Nor, that: at any ſuch- 
weetings it was diſcodrs'd of, or that to any ſuch meeting it was known. Bug one- 
ly that iz might ſerve the ends of that worthy Company before mentioned,and-was . 
known to thofe eminent perſons above-named. (SO warily are his words penned.) 
Nor is it pretended, that I was privy to that recommending, or was before- 
hand acquainted with that undertaking: bur onely, that, afterwards, upon my; 
reſorting to Blechingt on to ſatisfie my curioſity ( which never was ) ſome pro © 
diſcourfes were had upon.that occaſion, pag.

- Orifhis 1659 be-not the ſame with his 163 it comes much to the ſame:

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If ac any time before this undertaking (which I do not remember) he and 
I might chance -to diſcourſe of the Poſhbility of teaching a Deaf man to 
ſpeak ; it may be as fairly ſuppoſed, that 7 might tell him I thought it feſible, 
(for I never thought otherwiſe) as that he znrght rell it me. And, if we came 
to diſcourſe of Means how this might be effeted; he may as well be ſuppoſed 
to learn of me, as I of him. Eſpecially conſidering, that my Treatiſe De Lo- 
quela, printed 1653. (at which he is now ſo much troubled ) had then been 
publick for many years, and known to him. When his Elements of Speech were 
neither printed, nor written, nor (I ſuppoſe) thought of; and which ( I-be- 
_ ) had it not been for that of mine, had never been thought of till

If of late years-he and Thave had any ſuch D:ſconrſe, ( which hath not been 
much) it is nothing to the preſent purpoſe. For I am here charged with whar 
T ſaw and perfety knew, before my Letter of March 14. 1661. 

And truly, if he did not reach rill 165 (as page I.) and did in arch 168 go

Beſides this, I was my (elf very little at Oxford all that time, ( and, muck 
of it, my Family was alſo abſent, in Zondon, Kem, Eſſex, and Cambridge ) 
Good part of November and: December 1659 I was in London ; in Fannary L 
went again : and from that time till roward ichaelmas, I was hardly a 
fortnight together at home, and ſcarce a moneth in all ;-(partly upon occaſion 
of my own affairs, partly upon thoſe of the Univerſity, and ſome other con- 
cerns) which perhaps your- Lordſhip niay in part remember, if you call to 
ming hat paſſed that year, both before and after His Majeſties Return, and 
how Mach, during that time, I was with your Lordſhip. 

However, let us a little conſider his ſtory, p. I, 4, 5. 1n that time, viz. in 
the year 1659, divers ingenions perſons in Oxford, nſed to meet at the Lodgings 
WDr.

ImproverreWof a neEK :owledge, and Publick Benefit ; Did, in a ſhore 
time teach the ſaid\ Mr.Pophata,to Speak Well,to Pronounce Plainly and Diſtinft- 
ly, and with a Good and Gracefhfy Tone, whatſoever Words were ſhewn or repreſented 
to him, of as he had-occafion to "ask for. This was publickly taken notice % and 
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known (not onely to thoſe eminoit Perſons, but) generally in Oxford, Whence very 
many reſorted to Blechington, &c,, Among ft whom, Dr. Wallis'was one; with 
whom Dr. Holder had diſcoxrſe, on that- occaſion, divers times, when they hapned 
to meet in Qxford.

How far this Narrative differs from the Truth of Fact, - may appear in pare 
from what is already faid. Be” 

But we muſt not be ſo ſevere, as to-confider this Narrative according to 
the ſtrict Rules of H:iftory, ( where the Writer ſhould affirm” nothing but 
what he knows to be true, or atleaſt thinks ſo to. be ) but rather as a Chan- 
cery-Bill, for Diſcovery ; where the Plaintiff (being in the dark ſets forth, not 
what he knows to be zrxe, but what-ever he thinks poſſible, that would be 
to his advantage if true ;. in order to make diſcovery ( from the Defendants 
Anfwer) of what he did not before know. Yet is not ſuch Bill to be charged 
with falſhood, though the things affirmed chance not to be true. For, though 
the things ſo ſer forth be (as to the Grammar ) 1ndicative, (direct Afﬀirma- 
tives or Negatives : ). yet, as to common intendment,. they are to be conſi- 
der'd as /uterrogatories, to which he would have the Defendant Anſwer. And 
the ſame Latitude I am willing to allow this Writer, if. he be contented ſo to 
be underſtood. © | 
' In Anſwer therefore to his Bll of Complaint ;; I do:acknowledge, that, ſome 
years before ( but not immediately before His Majeſties happy Reſtoration; 
ſuch Meetings had been at thoſe Lodgings, ( though not at that time, viz. in 
the year 1659. ) and that thoſe Meetings might be ſomewhat: conducing to 
that of the Royal Sociery which now is: But ( without difparagement to Bi- 
ſhop Wilkins ) not, that the firſ® Ground and Foundation of the Royal Society 
was there laid. ' Which. I take to.be much earlier than thoſe Meetings there. 

I take its firft Ground and Foundation to have been in Zondon, about the year 
= (if not ſooner) when the ſame Dr. W:1k;ns (then Chaplain to the Prince 
Eledtor Palatine, in London) Dr. fonathan Goddard, Dr. Ent, ( now Sir Georges 
Ent ) Dr. Glifſon, Dr. Scarbrough, (now Sir Charles Scarbrough) Dr. Merrit, 
with my ſelf and ſome others, met weekly, (ſometimes at: Dr. Goddards 
Lodgings, ſometimes -at the Afitre in Wood-ſtreer hard byY:-at a certa 
and hour,under a certain Penalty,and a weekly Contribution. for the. Chirge of 
Experiments, with-certain Rules agreed upon amongft us.. Where ('toavoid' 
diverſion to other diſcourſes, and for ſome other reaſons ) we barred all Difs, 
courſes of Divinity, of State-Afﬀairs, and of News, ( other than what calf 
cern'd our buſineſs of Philoſophy ). confining our ſelves to Philoſophical 
quiries, and. ſuch. as related thereunto ;. as: Phyſick, Anatomy, Geog 
Aſtronomy, Navigation,' Staticks, Mechanicks, and Natural Experime 
there. diſcourſed, the Circulation of the Blood, the Wilma

By what particular Perſons, or on what Account, that buſineſs was com- 
zended to him, I cannot tell, nor was at all privy to it. Nor do.I know who 
thoſe many (or any) were, that reſorted to Blechington on that account ; onely; 
that I was none of them. © Nor had I thoſe divers diſcourſes with him at Ox+ 
ford on that occaſion, which he ſuggeſteth ro have then hapned, | 
But now, what is all this to the buſineſs of Mr. /7haly ? and to my Letter 
of March 14. 1661 ? Was. it notas lawful for me to undertake Mr. Whaly, 
as for him to undertake Mr. Popham ? Had he, before that time, obtained a 
Patent for the ſole-teaching of Dumb perſons ro ſpeak ? Or, was it'a crime 
(becauſe he had failed of hisenterprife on Mr, Popham ) for me to undertake 
Mr. Y7haly with better ſucceſs ? | 
Mr. YYhaly ( whom he calls the young Gentleman, page 2. ) was then about 
26 years of age ; with ſome of whoſe Relations I had been, acquainted for 
20 years before, and more, (.though not with, him, nor with his condition; 
About a year or two before he came to me, 'an Uncle of his ({ yet living, and 
with whom I had been long acquainted ) bewailing to me the ſadneſs of his 
condition ; and finding, by my diſcourſe thereupon, that I thought he might 
et recover the uſe of Speech, was very deſirous that.

Becauſe this VUniverſal Charater, muſt be in the nature of a New 
Language. ( Which he was fo apprehenſive” to. be true, that, having ence 
contrived his Vniverſal Charatter, he did, upon this ſuggeſtion, accommodate 
thereunto his Vniverſal Language, to make his Character Efable : as is there 
ſeen, ) So thar, For all Perſons, to Learn his Character, and to have all 
Books, Written in it ; is the. ſame thing as to Tranſlate all Books into One 
Language, and to have this Language learned by All. Which 'if it cannot be 
hoped, of any of the Languages now in being, (whichqave the advantage of 
being already underſtood, by more than ever are like to learn that other : ) 
much leſs is it. to be hoped for, of a New Language, now to be contrived.

This Enterpriſe 'of Mr.:Dolgarrd, gave occaſion'to De. Wilkins *C the late 
Biſhop - of Cheſter ) to purſue the ſame Deſign( as himiſelf intimates in his 
Epiſtle ; ) both as: to a Real Charatter, as he calls it, (or Charaters of Things 
inſtead of Words ; ) and the expreſſing 'thoſe Characters by Yocal Sounds; 
( which he calls his Plyloſophical Langage ;.) in his Eſſay of a Real Charafter 
aud; Phileſophicsl Lavguage, publithed in the year #6685 which. is the Refſulc 
of his Thoughts. on: that Subject, for 'divers years. before'y with rhe. con- 
currence of Dr. Serb Ward ( now Biſhop of Salisbary, ) and Dr. William

1 know not that any ſuch thing 4d lie before the 
Royal Society ; ( And can but Thank them, for doing me that 7aſtice, withour 
giving me the trouble ro make a Defence.) :Nor did / Pen, or Croud-n, what 
of this matter is ſaid by Dr. Plotr. And Dr. Port ( who yet ſarvives,and to 
whom Dr. Holder applies himſelf, p. x1.) will, I doubt not, be my Compur- 
gator in this-point. 

But Mr. Pophars -alſo is yet ſurviving ; (and of Age, able to anſwer for 
ihmſef : ( And knows as well as any, Who it was that Taught hint. If he be 
ask'd, Whether Dr. Holder taught him to ſpeak? He will anſwer, No. If, 
Whether Dr. Wallis? He will anſiver, I. For I have been preſent, when he 
hath been asked Both Quſtions,. and given Thoſe Anſwers : ( without being 
prompted fo to do. ) | 


The Bottom” of the Buſineſs ſeems to be this. Dr. Holder having Attem- 
pted, what he ſoon Gave-over, concerning Mr. Popham ( in 1660 ; ) was a- 
little concern'd that I ſhould ( the next year ) undertake Mr. Whaly with bet- 
ter ſucceſs. ( Rad I then proceeded with' Mr. Popham, it would have been - 
but' to Go-on where, he Left ; and he might have been pretended to have 
done the Hardeſt part of the'work': But, on Mr. Whaly, it could ©not be de- 
nied but to be all my own. .) | | 

And he could not then, ( though he ſaw this, and was troubled at it, p. 6.) 
ſhew the like effect of his skill on Mr, Popham, (Becauſe he had 'cither Not- 
Learned, or had Forgot it. ) . 

And he ,was yet more concerned.; when, upon this Succeſs on, Mr. Whaly, 
Mr. Pophamn allo (whom he had quitted) was brought to me. 

And, ſeeing me to have a like Succeſs. on Mr. Popham, as before on Mr. 
Whaly ; - He would now (play an After-game, and) have it thought, . 
That it was He, not I, that taught. Mr. Popham to ſpeak : and rhat, . 
what he now hath, was learned from Dr. Holder; without. allowing, that 
Dr. Wallis had: any ſhare .iin_it. * And cannot, be content to fay, He had - 
taught Mr. Popham'ſomewhar, and leave it to ſome of his Friends who knew | 
it (for I'd0 nor) to fay How much : But makes it a crime to ſay, That 7 bave

Swhtil Contrivances, 
Anda great many more Fanfigs of his. own Brain; which never came into my 
Thoughts. -{ With which I am charged above twenty times at leaft, p. x, 2, 
3, 6, 7, 8,9, 10, IT, 13, 14.) : | | 

_ He firſt imagins, that I had a long aking Tooth, to joyn to my other Tro- 

phies, what was performed by Dr. Helder. ( He ſhould rather have ſaid, To 
have the credit of Performing, . what Dr, Holder did Attempt, but gave-over 
without performing, and fo it came to nothing. ) | 

Then ; Thar, in order to this, had recownrſe-to-a long train of ſabril Con- 
rrivances, Firſt, to meet with Mr. V/haly, who being Deaf ( from a Child ) 
Was conſequently Dony- (Tis well I am not charged, to have comrived, twenty 

years before, that be ſhould be Deaf, and conſequently Damb: but, that this 
ſhould be #nknown to me for twenty years ; that I might then meer with him 1n 
an happy hoxr ; and teach him to ſpeak, two years after Dr, Holder had quitted 
his attempt on Mr. Popharn. 

Next ; That I ſhould Contrive,- to have this known at Court, at Greſham- 
Colledge: (as he had before contrived to have his Attempt on Mr. Popham to 
be publickly taken notice of, and: knon.n generally in Oxford, at Londen, Weſt- 
minſter, the Anatomy-Lefture, to Perſons of all Degrees, &c.

Then; That I Contrived to have this Entred into- the Fournal of the, Royal 
Society, and there Regiſtred: ( as though they had not uſed to Regiſter what 
there paſſed, without my Contrivance: ) and there reaped great.

That then I contrived, ( for this is the main part of the Plot, ) That the 
Fame of this ſhould bring Mr. Popham to me ; who was now goye home to his 
Friends, and had forgot what he had beentawght, p. 2, 3,5.) He ſhopld rather 
have ſaid, for that would have been the more ſubti] coptrivance, That I bad 
Contrived, that ' Dr. Holder ſhould in vain Attempr, and. then Quit this at- 
tempr, on Mr. Popharm ; and Mr, Popham ſhould either Not-Learn, or looſe: .

He fanſies next, That I contrived, and. pratiſed. with, ſo much. induſtry and 
effe&, to haye Dr. Holder's attempt, (, which,was, before, ſo publickly taken 
notice of, and generally known, as he.tells. 18, P+5-) £0: be ſo, quite orgatten, that, 
Few (or none) do now ſo much as Koper 7vhink, that. Dr,, Holger had. done, 

thoſe fine Feats he now talks of, n | Then; 
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Then; That I contrived, a: ſubtil Letter to Mr, Boyl, of March 14. 1661, 
( before I had ever ſeen or known Mr. Popham ; and before Dr. Holder's 
Elements - Maas were Written ; leſt it might be thought to be written on 
that occaſion ; ) giving Mr. Boyl an account, of what I had undertaken, and 
upon what Confederations, concerning Mr, VF baly. 

Bur, that I contrived further, though this Letter were then communicated 
to thoſe of the Royal Society; yet, not to have It publiſh:d in the Tranſattions, 
till a great while after. « He ſhould rather have ſaid, That I contrived, that 
Mr. Ol/aenbarg ſhould not begin to write Tranſattions before the year 1665 ; 
that my Letter of 1661 might not preſently be there inſerted. For this Cor- 
trivance is as true as the reit. ) | 

Then ; That I compaſſed to have my ſmall Treatiſe of Speech, in a ſubtil Poſt- 
ſcript, to be commended and magnified by Ar. Oldenbarg firſt, and then by 
Dr. Plot, ( He ſhould rather have ſaid, That I contrived to publiſh an Engliſ 


Grammar, to Which I ſubtilly prefixed my Treatiſe of Speech, in 1653, thereby 


to Undermine by Antic;pation, p. Io. Dr. Holders Elements, which were af- 
terwards to be publiſhed in 1669 : and then contrived to have it printed 
again and again, at Oxford, and Hamburg, a ſecond, third, and fourth time, 
that it might not be forgotten : and compaſed to have it commended, by Biſhop 
VFVilkiis in his Univerſd Charatter 1668, when Dr. Holder's Elements were 
not yet extant : and, after that, by Mr.O/denberg,&tc. ) 

Then; That I was ſtartled at his Elements of Speech with its Appendix, pub- 
liſhed in 2669, A Book which I never yet ſaw ; nor did I know ( otherwiſe 
than as he now tells me ) that I was at all concerned therein. But do now 
gueſs, there is ſomething in it, which he thinks I ought to take amiſs, Other- 
" wiſe, he would not have been thus jealous for nothing. 

I would adviſe him, on the next occaſion, ( ſince he finds ſome of his Con- 
zetures to be Miſ adventures,) unto theſe Contrivances, to add two or three 
more. That I ſebtilly contrived, Not to be made acquainted beforehand, with 
Dr. Holder's undertaking, And then, Not to reſort to Blechingron (as is pre- 
tended ; ) leſt I ſhould there.have ſeen and heard Mr. Popham, And, Not to 
be much at Oxford all that year ; leſt it might be thoughe I had ſo Reſorted. 
And, Not to be in company with Dr. Holder, all the while Mr. Popham was 


with him ; leſt I might be thought to have had. Diſcourſes with him on that . 


occaſion. And, that Dr. YY3lkins ſhould, before that time, have /eft Oxford ; 
leſt we might happen to meet at his Lodgings. And, Not to bave ſeen his Ele= 
ments of Speech to this day ; that I might not be ſtartled at them. And, Never 
ro enquire, Y Vhat Applications Dr. Holder made to the Royal Society; that I 
might not know of any ſuch matter lying before them. And, That I never cor- 
cerned my ſelf to oppoſe him #n it ; that I might be charged to have cor- 
trived, that they ſhould refaſe to Licenſe his Paper. And, That I ſubtilly con- 
trived, That Dr. Plot ſhould ſay what he did ſay concerning this buſineſs, 
withozt conſulting me at all therein, or letting me know that he ſaid any thing 
of it ; leſt I might be thopght (as is pretended) to have penned it my ſe, 

and crawled it inte is Book, For all this is as proper matter for a Chancerj- 
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Bill, as what he ſuggeſts. And the matter of it is true ; without this, that 

the ſaid Dotftor did contrive, &c; | 
Now, if I hada mind to Recriminate, or put in a Croſs Bill; It were eafy 

thus to do it in his own Form and Language. | 

Ta the years 1651, 1652, (asP. 1, 4,) and ſome y:ars before and after ; Divers 
irgenions pirſons in Oxford, uſ:d to meet at the lodgings of Dr., Petty, (now Sr. 
William Petty ;) Where they diligently conferred about Reſ-arches and Experi- 
ments in Nature, Which Meetings were ſome Ground and Foundation of the 
Royal Society. (Not indeed the Firſt Ground and Foundation; But earlicr than 
thoſe latter Mcerings at Wadbam Colledge.) 

In that times, viz. Tn the year 1652, fohn Wallis, then Profeſſer of Geometry: 
in Oxford, newr Bl:chington ; Having. (as Þ. 4,7.) Communicated to the then 
Proveſk of © +rens Colledge, ſome Papers, wherein he did d:fcribe and diſcover, 
How all ſounds uſed in ſpeech are formed, and may be produced, (whether, 
the Perſon ſo forming them,do hear himſelf ſpeak or not ;) Was deſired and Tn- 
corraged (I ſhould have ſaid [rportrned, as p. 7.) By that excellent p:rſon, and 
Zealous Promoter of Learning Dr. Gerard Langbain, late Provoſt of Queens 
Colledg in Oxford ; the Learned and Induſtrious Mr. Patrick Yong, then in 
Oxfcrd; approved alſp by the Incomparable Dr. fames Uſperthen Arch- 
Biſhop of Armagh, and Lord Primate of Ireland; with whom he had the ho- 
nour,ſoon after, to be converſant in the lodgings of the ſaid Provoſt in Dacens 
Calledg;and by divers other Perſons, memb:rs of that Worthy company before menti- 
oned , to Print thoſe Pap:rs, (Not perhaps by any ſet Meeting of that Com- 
pany: Nor was Dr. Holder, by any (ach Meeting of the Royal Society, In- 
portuned to Review his Papers, P.7. nor by any ſuch Meeting at Wadham- Col- 
leag, had the buſineſs of Mr. Popham, commend:d to him, P. 4.) : 

He thereupon (as p. 7.) ith? year 1653 ; Defirors (asp. F.) to ſerve the 
exds, and contribute ſomething to the deſian, of that worthy company, (viz, The 
Improvement of Natural Knowledg,and Publick Benefit ; ) Publiſhed his Engliſh 
Grammar, with-his Treatiſe of ipeech prefixed. 

This (asp. 5.) was publickly taken Notice of, aud Known (not only to thoſe 
eminent Perſons above mentioned, but) Generally in Oxford. Where very many 
Students, on purpoſe to ſatisfy their Curioſity, and have a Particular Knowleag of 
what they had received by Report ; Bought the Book, and Read it, 

Dr. Will;anz Holder (as p. 2, 5.) then lived at Bl:chington ; ſaw and per- 
fettly Knew this ; was Converſait with Dr, Wallis ; was one of thoſe who Bought 
Cor borrowed)that Book;did ſee and Read it ; and had diſcourſe with Dr, Wallis 
ou that occaſion divers times when they happened to meet at Oxford. 

- Now Dr. Holder having a long aking tooth (asp, 2.) to do ſomething to- 
be talked of, ana-get himſelf a Trophy; had. reconrſe to ſubtle Contrivances, 
Having tearned therefore from Pablo Boner (as Pp. 6.) that the Conſtable of 
Caſtile's Son, when' Deaf, had been taught to ſpeak: And having learned, from: 
Dr. Wallis's Treatiſe of ſpeech, How every ſound in ſpeech is formed ; He thought 
it might prove (and there was reaſon ſo to think, it well managed,) a ſuc- 
cefſeſul way of teaching Deaf and. Dumb perſous to.ſpeak, by teaching them -_ to 
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Form, ſounds -as Dr. Wallis had ditefted, Not doubting (as P. 5:) bet that 4 
Dumbiperſon, - Dumb only in Conſequence of being Deaf, might be capable of be- 
ing inflratted ſo to apply (as'is there taught) the motions of his Tongue and other 
Inſtruments of ſpeech; And knowing it (as another might have doue) to be both 
Poſſible and Feſible, from an. Example in that kind ſeen and heard vy ls late 
Majeſty in Spain. 

And he meets in a happy honr, with a young Gentleman (as p. 2,4.) Mr. 

Alexander Popham ; deprived of Hearing, and conſequently of Sp:akang. Reſolu- 
ing therefore to aſſume to himſelf this experiment; On him he would make the firſt 
Attempt (whatever be the Sacceſi,) that is remembred to have been made in 
England, (whatever had been doneelſewhere.) And (as p. 3. Having got 4 
hint (for which he alwaies lay in wait ) of a nzw Invention fo conſiderable, ( from 
aſmall Treatiſe of Dr. Wallis on that ſubj:& ;) would (by putting himſelf into 
the Practiſe, of what Dr, Walls had taught,) Intitle himſelf to Ye experi- 
ment. | : 
All poſſible Noiſe is preſently made of it ; Tt is ſhewed (as P. 2, 5.) at London 
at Weſtminſter ; to Perſons of all Degrees ; publiſhed at the Anatomy Lenre ; 
an expreſs Relation mad: of it, nameing alſo the Perſons concerned in this experi- 
ment, ſo far as ſerved his turn, (but not a word of Dr. Wallis in the cauſe: ) 
And (if- we may believe him (p.1.5.) 4a multitude of Students Reſort from Ox- 
ford to Bletchington to See and Hear it, (Magnis tamen excidit auſis.) 

I confeſs, I was out of the Noiſe; and heard very little of it, (ſave what 
I have from his Paper; in which I find very great Miſ-takes: ) And was 
far from Oxford, the greateſt part of that time. 

But the Cry did not laſt long. This (he tells us p. I. 5.) was in March 
16,3; and (within a few Months after) the Summer following, he quitted that 
undertaking : Ar. Popham went hime to his friends ; the labour /of#; and the 
Cry ceaſed, So that there are at this day very f:w in Oxford (if any) who 

Know or think, that Dr. Holder taught Mr. Popham to ſp2ak, P. 3. 
| The year following (notwithſtanding this mis-adventure of Dr, Holder ;) 
Dr. Wallis (thereunta induced by the Conſiderations mentioned in his Letter of 
AMarch T4, 166, ; and in confidence of his Treatiſe De Lognela therein ment io- 
ned; asp. 2, 8, 12,13,) uncertook another Perſon concerning whom Dr. Holter 
cannot pretend-to any thing) fr. Daniel Whaly ; who having loſt his Hearing 
while a child, was conſequently Dumb, p. 2, (and had fo continued for Twenty 
years more.) Him he targht (without any help or direQion from Dr. Holder ) 
not only to pronownce ſowze words (which Dr. Holder had Attempted on Mr. 
Popham ;) bur, in good meaſure, to wnderſtand a Language allo ; (which Dr. 
Holder doth not pretend to; and, without which, to ſpeak, is but like a 
Parrot.) of which, in a Letter of Decem. 24. 1661, he gave a ſhort Ac- 
count to Mr, Boyle, -and (in anſwer to two of his, of 7anxary 4, and Feb. 26, 
deſiring it) a Fuller Account in that of AZarch 14. 1661; Which Mr. Boyle 
imparted ro divers of the Society ; (I do not ſay,to the Rojal Society; becauſe 
I doubt whether the Patent which makes them ſuch, were then aCtuaily _ 
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led ; though, I think, it bears Datea little -before that time.) And (upon 4 
further ſolicitation from him and them, by. letters of pr. 5, and May 8, 
ro ſatisfy their Curioſity, and have a part icular Knowledg of what they had re- 
ceived by Report, as Dr. Holder Speaks p. 5.) in May 1662, Mr. Whaly came 
up to London with Dr.Wallis; was Seen, and Heard at Court, and by the Royal 
Society at Graſham College , *twas entred into the fournal of the Royal Society, 
and there regiſtred ; Dr Wallis reaped great praiſe for this Atchievement,as Dr. 
Holder ſpeakes, p. 1, 2,5, 6. S | 

. Yet did not the Doctor Impoſe npon the Society ; or Confidently ſhew and 
Boaſt it, (as p.12.) as the Firſt aſſay that had ever been in this kind, For they 
Knew well, (and did at that time diſcourſe,) what had been faid of the Con- 
ſtagle of Caſtiles Son, and his being heard by the late King ; And had then a par- 
ticular Relation from one of themſelves, who had ſeen the Perſon. And ſome 
of Dr.-Heolzer's particular Friends were then preſent, who might (if they 
had thought it conſiderable ) have acquainted the reſt, what they knew of 
Dr. Holder's Attempt on Mr. Popham, And Dr. Holder h:mſelf,who (it ſeems) 
wasa witneſs of all this, and ſaw it, (as he tells us p. 6) had the epportn- 
nity , if there were occaſion, fo afſert his own right ; And might have had it 
regiſtred with the reſt; if the company had thought it had deſerved it, 

Dr. Holder, who ſaw this, p. 6, was concerned at it. As to Mr. Whaty, he 
could pretend nothing. Mr. Pophan: had loft what he is ſaid to have learned. 
The Stories of Dr. Wallis's Reforting to Bletchingron, and diſcourſes with Dr. 
Holder on that occafion, were miſtakes ; and that whole ſcene il} laid. And 
ſhould he have then pretended to have done the like for Mr. Popham ; (hic 
Rhodns, hic ſaltus :) the company would have been glad to have ſeen that too ' 
(which was not to be done.) | 

But he was more concerned, when (as he tells as p. 2.) the Fame of Mr. 
Whaly had bronght (to Dr. Wallis) Mr. Popham alſo; and that on him (whom. 
Dr. Helder had given over,) he had (as p. 10) gorſorags ſomewhat very con 
fiderable ; that is (as p. 13.) had done the like for him,as before for Mr. Whaly. 

He had, however, a Deſfi2n, (by playing an after-game)to make the world 
believe in time ; what he conld not do, while things were freſh in memory and, 
knowledg, in and about Oxford, And therefore (that we may ftill follow his: 
own language (he had recourſe toſuvtle contrivances, and ſubtle prattifes (as p.. 
I, 2.) *Prattifing, from thence-forth to aſſume Mr. Pophamis, ſpeaking "wholly 
eo himſelf (p. 3.) and not allow Dr. Wallis ſo much 26-16 have ſhewed any. 
effett of his skill on Ar. Popham, P. 13. 

To this end, (that Dr. Holder might not be thought to have learned any 
of his skill from Dr. Wallis Treatiſe concerning the Formation of ſounds in) 
ſpeech ; he contrives to write ſome Papers of his own (as he tells us ) about 
that ſxbjef?, p. 7. Thefe Papers, he compaſſeth to have mentioned (p. 8, 9, 
inthe Biſhop of Cheſter's Book, of the Univerſal Charafter, pag. 357. Inthe year 
1668, But he tells us further, that: in the year 1666, rhey were loſt in the 


Biſhops ſtudy, together with all his own, in the dreadful Fire of London, (that

Thefe Papers; (the Biſhop 
tells us,) did concern the Doftrine of Letters: Dr. Holder tells us, they 
were todeſoribe and\diſcover the Method he had uſed in bringing Hr.

"He then con 
erives further, to- have the new Phenix, His Elements of ſpeech (which 
we muſt now ſuppoſe to be thoſe Papers) preſented to the Royal Society, 
1669; and to iget their order to print it 3 and (as heſpeakes p. 6.) had it 
Regiſtred, to;perpetnat the Memory of his Atchicvement, |. | 
. But Dr. Holder had a further Deſign mit. For theſe:elements were to 
Uſer-in a ſubtle Appendix, concerning Perſons Deaf and Dumb : and, # 
| &@ few ſubtle lines, (which was his chief Deſign,) to hedge-in what concerned 
' Mr. Popham:; deſeribing but (wiſely) not nameing*hims: Affauming Ar.

to make a noiſe, while this flipt-in,' Having therein made mention of his ſuc-

- Theſe Elements (as p. 8, 9, 10,) he: Contrives and Compaſſes. to. have 
Commended and QMMagnified, (as in Mr. . Otdenbarg's name, but, I ſappoſe,,

For who ſhould now believe ( when every body elle is ſilent ) that ever 
auy one thought of a Treatiſe of Speech, or the Formation 'of Sounds, be- 
fore Dr. Holder made this Eſſay, in his Elements of Speech ? ( For, that 
they muſt be thought. e[der than that of Dr. Wilkins, he:had ſubtly con- 
rrived' already; by getting him to mention ſome. Papers of. Dr. Holder, 
which might now be thought to be thefe Elements : and the ſmall Treatiſe 
of Dr. Wallis, *tis-hoped will be forgotten, or known to few.) Aud who 
Can believe, that any one but Dr. Holder , did Teach, or attempt to Teach,

Society ) whoſe nam? and credit he borrows to commend him, who innocently 
ſuffer a demur Truth of his own penning, unwittingly to paſs into the Tranſ=' 
attjons, ſuffering themſelves (as p.3.) to be impoſed upon, to publiſh the Fame 
and Praiſe of Dr. Holder, in large Charatters engraven by himſelf. ( For that 
of p.4,5,6,7,8:" 15 certainly of his pwn Penning, though in Mr. Oldenburg's 
name : - 4nd if, as P. 9. we may, by that _ at the reſt : and for ſome 0- 
ther. reaſons : it -may be juſtly thought, That in the Tranſations of May 
1669. is ſo ;. at leaſt of his ſuperviding ) Deſiring and Deſigning- ( as p. 11.) 
the. World would bs ſo kind as 10 be cajoled into ſuch a belief, when he pre- 
wailed with'Mr;' Oldenburg; 50 [ay:45 from himſelf, what Dr. Holder - impoſed 
a»pbn him. .

- Bur fo it:happened the year following, that this Mie was ſprung una- 
wares , and, play'd otherwiſe than was intended. Mr. Oldenbarg in the 
Tranſattions of July 1670, publiſhed a Letter of Dr. Wallis:to Ar. Boyle, 
of March 14. 1661. And, as he had, the year before given a large ac- 
count of Dr. Holders Elements of Speech ( publiſhed in 1669. ) and how 
this was by him applyed to the Inſtron of Damb perſons; Without ta- 
king notice of what Dr. Walls had: Writ or Done : So! now, ( without 
ſaying the ſame again of Dr. Holder) he gives a Brief account of Dr. Wal- 
lis Treatiſe of Speech ( publiſhed in 1653. ) and what, in purſuance of 
this, was done by him. 

Dr. Holder ( who thought he had put himſelf in ſole poſſeſſion of the Repute 
of this Experiment, ) was ſtartled, as p. 7..( or rather MNertled) for he 
doth Winch and Fling like H#d;bras's Horſe in ſuch-a condition,” without 
any apparent caufe*: ) as appears by his printed Paper, He falls: foul up-

Sabtleties, 'Praftices,, Contrwvances, Dofigns, &c.'; no: body: ican ſee why ;

 That..-Dr: Wallis had, in the year 16g 3. prbliſted a) Grrariſe;De Liquiela; 
and, that he had, in purſuance of what is there delivered,zanght' Mr:Wha- 
Ly to ſpeak , and, had fince dope the like:for Jv. Popham:, are things True, 
and Known, and Notorious ; nor doth he deny it. And why might not 
allthis be faid, without making ſuch a Clutter # : © 4 hel bby 
' Dr. Holder, it ſeems, ( for ſo his Paper tells us, p.7; ) had, 4mm bis E- 
[ mzuts of Speech;" made mention of his ſucceſs #pon a Deafravd:Dumb 'pur< 
ſen, imerding Mr.” Popbam,(which yet Dr.Wallis knew 'not of, ril} he ſaw 
it in this Paper , as having never read that Book,nor doth yet: know what 
is there ſaid; nor, how truly - ) and Mr. O/denburg had given a large ac- 
count of that Book and the Contents cf it, in' the Tranſactions of May, 
3669. (without faying any thing of Dr. Wallis ::): and »no offence .was 
taken. But when, 1n Fl 1670... he .gave a ſhort account of Dr. Yallis, 
and his Treatiſe. z without ſpeaking (there) of Dr. Holder arid his Elements, 
( as having done it a year before: ) a great Out-cry is made, of YYrongs 
and - Injuries, of Plots, Deſigns,  Gontrivances, and ſubtle Prattsſes, and @ 
great deal more of ſuch RIf Refs A$-if every Body were bound every-where, 
and at all times, 'to magnifie bis : Eltwithes of Speech, &c. 7 
But it ſeems, '( as P. 1C, IT.) he-conld nt help what was in his Nature, 
or elſe Habitual to him ;, and could not conceat his Particular Emulation. He 
"Deſired, and had Deſigned-it, that the world would be ſo kind as to be cajoled 
into ſuch a Belief, thathe was the Firſt that had conſider'd the Formation 
of Sounds ; and, the onely Perſon, who attempted to: rexch Dumb Perſons 
ro Speak, { For, if he defigned any thing leſs thah this,”there.was nothing 
there ſaid to contradict him. ) 7 £ 
Yet he himſclf knew full well ( as p.14.) Dr. YValliss Treatiſe off Speech ; 
and what he had done for Mr. YYhaly, and Mr. Popham: But, the. Keiden 
muſt not know of that, The diſcloſing of this marred his Market. * ' *© 
He knew full well, That Dr. Wallis had ranughr Dumb Perſons : { and he 
ſays it expreſly, p. 11. So he dia, for Two were his Scholars, Mr. Popham; 
and Mr. Whaly. ) And,(if we admit what he there ſays; That they had; 
formerly Owed ſomewhat, the one to his Narſe, and the other to Dr. Hold- 
er : Yet, if they had equally Forgotten, ({ which is the caſe ) the one and 
the other ( whatever it. were ;) and, what now they have, they have 
from Dr. Y/allis, ( which, though True, Dr. Holder would not have 
Known ; ) and Mr. Popham, oneino more to Dr. Holder, than Mr. YVha- 
ly to his Nurſe : Jt might very well be faid without offence, ( that 
Mr. Whaly is nor the only Perſon on whom Dr. Wallis hath ſhewed the effett of 
his Skill ; but he hath ſince done the like for another ; meaning Mr. Popham ) 
were there not ſome Nettle that ſtings, but is not ſeen ; or ſome ſore Place 
wringed, which doth not Appear, but muſt not be Torched, 
| 'T was: 
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— *Twas nothing therefore, but being difappointed in this his great De- 
ſign, which made him thus outragious. And ( perſons. faulty being 
moſtly jealous.) he being conſcious.to himſelf of ſuch petty contrivances z 
made him fancy, that others. were imployed in like Plots. And Knowing, 
it ſeems, (though I knew it nor, ) that he had done what I had no rea. 
ſon to take kindly ; he fancied me to be ſtudying . Revenge , of what 
FE never knew. 

Now all this (as p.I.) if being but nakedly expoſed to light, in ſuch a Nar- 
rative, do ſeems ſevere, it muſt imputed to the Matter it ſelf, And, -if 
the Language ſeem hard, he muſt not quarrel at it, ( like the Black-fmith 
who threw away the Looking-Glaſs, becauſe it ſhewed him an Ugly face; ) 
fince it is his own. : 

But I ſhall forbear thus to charge him, / though there. be much more of 
truth therein, than in what: he fancies of me ; and the Language is his 
own.) Yer 'tis not amiſs, to let him judge, by hearing it ; how well 
it doth become him ro uſe ſuch language. ”—_ |

That it was. as lawful for Mr. Oldenbarg , to ſay, What he Xzew of 
me. and my. Book, in the Tranſaftions of #ly 1670, (without repeating, 
there, what he. had before ſaid of Dr. Holder ;). as in that of ay 1669, 
to ſay, what he Thought of Dr. Holder, and his Book, (without ſaying 
any thing of me.) | | 

That it was lawful for Dr. Plot, to ſay, that he (o found it faid, in the 
place by him'cited. (Eſpecially when himſelf knew the Subſtance of it to 
be true; and had not cauſe to diſ-believe the Circumſtances.) 

That when I could not ſay my, Own Thoughts ; without derogating 
ſomewhat from what others hed ſaid of the Conſtable of Caſtiles Son ; and 
what Dr. Holder fays of himſelf: it was neither Unciyil, nor Diſ- ingenu- 
ous in me, to be Silent in it ; and let it reſt upon the credit of thoſe who 


. do, or can fay it, 
And 
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And, conſequently, that Dr. Holder hath no cauſe to Complain of all, 
or any of this ; much leſs to Write, Print,- or Suggeſt a Paper, full of ſo 
many Great Mis-takes in matter of. Fact ; and ſo many groundleſs Sur- 
miſes of Deſigns. . : ; 

And laſtly, that the Counſel of the Royal Soczety acted with very good 
reaſon-z when they Refuſed to Licenſe that Paper. 

I have now done with this unpleaſing Task (For I take no pleaſure in 
quarrels, or blemiſhing another mans Repuration. ) : . 

I had thoughts at firſt, to have negleted. his Paper without making 
any-Reply,(becauſe any indifferent Reader would eaſily diſcern, that there is, 
-in it, much more of Paſſion, than of Reaſon.) But I find others of opinion, 
that it was fit ſomewhat ſhould be faid to it ; becauſe ſo many are con- 
cerned in it ag well as my ſelf. I find, he doth miſ-remember many mat- 
ters of fat; and miſ-times divers others; and fancies things of meer ac- 
cident, to be matters of Deſign (a thing very incident to perſons that 
are alittle uneaſle. ) 

He had attempted (I know) the Teaching Mr. Popham to ſpeak. But 
(for what reaſons he knows beſt) quickly gave it over ; and Mr. Popham 
forgot all. What ſucceſs he had in the mean time, I. cannot tell, I faw 
nothing of it. ( And therefore he made an ill choice, in calling me to be 
his Voucher. ) If any who knew more of it than I did , have faid any 
thing of him advantagiouſly ; I have never concerned my ſelf to contra- 
dict it. That I did teach Mr. Y/haly, with better ſucceſs, and without 
his Aſſiſtance ; he knows very well. And, that I taught Mr. Popham too; 
he knows alſo: And that I did not feek the Imployment, or take Mr. 
Popham out of. his hands ; but, two years after he had given over the at- 
tempt when Mr. Popham (whatever it was he had learned ) had forgor 
all. This though perhaps it might cauſe ſomewhat of regret ; that ano- 
ther ſhould ſucceed in what he had given over;) yet is no juſt cauſe of 
complaint, Nor do I find any thing in the Tranſattions of Faly 1670,which 
can. adminiſter. juſt occaſion to find fault with ir; bur if he will needs be 
angry, becauſe I cannot Affirm, what I do not Know : Or, will needs go 
about to perſwade me, and tell all the World, that I did See and Hear 
thoſe things which I-did neither ſee nor Hear : I cannot help it. 

If, in giving your Lordſhip this trouble ; I have already been too te-
